Technical Centres 


PFRA operates three facilities to enhance the stability and 
diversification of farming operations throughout the Prairies. 


e Through the Shelterbelt Program, millions of seedlings 
are distributed each year for field and farmyard 
shelterbelts, wildlife habitat, riparian areas and 
agroforestry plantings. The Shelterbelt Centre located 
in Indian Head, Saskatchewan also conducts research on 
tree improvement, planting technology, weed and pest 
control, carbon sequestration and agroforestry. Staff are 
available to assist in the planning and maintenance 
of shelterbelts. 


The Manitoba Crop Diversification Centre (MCDC) 
in Carberry and the Canada-Saskatchewan Irrigation 
Diversification Centre (CSIDC) in Outlook are 
responsible for applied research and demonstrations 
of alternative crops and sustainable irrigation practices. 
The work is carried out in co-operation with producers, 
industry, universities and government agencies.
